Beeler, a U. S. Navy pilot and 
a former Granite City resident, 
is among the U, S. prisoners of 
war who may be released 
Tuesday by the, North | Viet- 
namese, local relatives told the 
Press-Record. 

Lt. Beeler, a 1961 graduate 
of Granite City High School, 
was shot down over Vietnam 
last May 24, The 28-year-old pi- 
lot is the son of Mr, and Mrs. 
W. L. (Tiny) Beeler, now resi- 
dents of Irving, Tex 

The parents are planning to 
meet their son in San Diego, 
Calif., upon his arrival there 
from Clark Air Force Base in 
The Philippines, according to 
Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin M 
Stamps of Mitchell, an uncle 
and aunt of the serviceman. 

The Beeler family for- 
merly lived in the 2400 
block of Benton Street. 

The Navy officer grew up 
in Granite City and. at- 
tended local grade schools. 
He also was graduated from 
Parks Air College in Caho- 
kia before joining the Navy 
nearly 10 years ago. 

Lt. Beeler was active in the 
Boy Scout movement here 
from a young age until adult- 
hood. 

He attained one of the high- 
est honors in scouting when he 
received the Order of the Ar- 
row's Vigil Honor in November 
1960 at Camp Graham and was 
bestowed the Indian name—

Flock to 


State Capitol in Spring

Springfield — April will bring 
not only showers but also a de- 
luge of youthful visitors to the 
State Capitol, most of them 
wanting a glimpse of their law- 
makers in action. 

Junior and senior high school 
students on class trips. will 
flock to the Capitol at the rate 
of 5,000 a day during the last 
two weeks in April and all of 
May, according to Mrs. Betty 
Rice, supervisor of the six 
capitol guides. 

The guides last year escorted 
nearly a quarter of a million 
visitors through the capitol in 
April, May and June of last 
year. For the entire year, some 
450,000 visitors toured the 
building. 


The guides still rub their 
arches in remembered pain 
when thinking back to a Friday 
in May last year when they 
escorted an all-time high of 
9,000 school youngsters through 
the building in a single day. 

And all of these visitors have 
one thing in common. 

They want to see their own 
legislators in action on_ the 
House or Senate floor, Mrs. 
Rice said. 

Whenever the school groups 
come in, the tour guides give 
them legislative seating charts 
and circle the names of legisla- 
tors from their own district. 
Not infrequently, ‘the groups 
don't know the names of their 
legislators or the number of 
their districts: 

One of the problems with this 
heavy volume of visitors is that 
the touring school kids don’t 
have much time to watch the 
Legislature in action. ~ 

The groups are limited to five 
minutes in the balconies of 
each legislative chamber, less 
time that it takes most’ legish 


tors ot begin 
their subject. 

The visitors are never happy 
about the five-minute limita- 
tion, but it is unavoidable, Mrs. 
Rice said. 

They try to keep the groups 
broken down to 100 to a guide, 
and only four tours can be 
taken at one time because of 
space limitations —two groups 
touring the governor's office 
and other executive offices on 
the second floor while two oth- 
er groups are in the legislative 
chambers on the third floor. 
Two groups is an absolute 
maximum for the chambers be- 
cause of limited seating space 
in the House and Senate gal- 
leries, 

While the guides are escort- 
ing groups around the building 
(taking brief time outs to 
change shoes three to 
times a day), Mrs. Rice finds 
little time for relaxing at her 
desk. 

She spends most of her time 
standing at the counter field+ 
ing an average of some 500 in 
quiries a day on tours and who 
is where in the building.

Fishermen 


To Find Costs Higher 


By JOAN MURARO 
Copley News Service 


Springfield—Commercial fish- 
ermen buying licenses in Illi- 
nois this year will find things 
somewhat different. 

Somewhat more 
too. 

Anyone buying a commercial 
license this year will first. have 
to buy a basic license for $5 
before being allowed to buy apy 
licenses for specific commercial 
fishing devices, 

In the past, a basic license 
was only required for fishermen 
using hoop nets or basket traps. 
Now, anyone using seines, dip 
nets, gill nets, trammel nets 
or any other ‘commercial de- 
vice will havé to pay $5 for a 
basic license before he can buy 
the others. 

Bill Harth, of the fisheries di- 
vision of the state department 
of conservation, said the other 
fees remain the same, and the 
basic license can be purchased 
at the same time as the others 

Sport fishing or pole and line 
licenses will still be sold for $2, 
plus a 25 cent issuing fee, for a 
total of $2.25,'to anyone 16 to 
65. Fishermen under 16 don’t 
need a license, and those over 
65 may purchase one for 40 
cents, plus a 10cent issuing 
fee, for a total of 50 cents, 
Harth said. 

In Illinois, commercial ° fish- 
ermen must have a separate li- 
cense for each piece of equip- 
ment they use, that is, a fish- 
erman planning to use 10 hoop 
nets would have to buy licenses 
at $1.50 each, plus cent is. 
suing fee for each, for a grand 
total of $1750.

The licenses, good for one 
year, are valid from Jan. 31 to 
Feb. 1 of the following year. 
They can be purchased at the 
county, city, village or town- 
ship level, and any area adja- 
cent to waters which are com- 
mercially fished will have all 
necessary commercial permits 
available, Harth said. 


Commercial fishing in Illinois 
generally is gradually — but 
steadily » declining, he added, 
noting that in 1971, the last year 
for which figures are available, 
there were only 84 {full-time 
commercial fishermen and 176 
part-time commercial _ fisher- 
men buying licenses in the 
state. A decade earlier, in 1961, 
there were 185 full-time and 301 
part-time commercial _ fisher- 
men. Both figures exclude Lake 
Michigan, which is, Harth said, 
an operation all its own, 

Current rates for commercial 
gear this year for resident 
fishermen are (including the 25 
cent issuing charge in each 
case), $1.75 for each hoop net 
or basket trap; $1.75 for each 
dip net; $3.25 for each 100 feet 
of gill net in the Mississippi 
and Illinois River waters, the 
only place such nets are per- 
mitted outside Lake Michigan, 
and $3.25 for each 100 feet of 
tramel net. Gill nets in Lake 
Michigan are charged $10.25 
for each 2,000 feet of gill net. 
Seines carry a $10.25 fee. 


Out of state fishermen pay 
double the license fees on all 
licenses, but Harth said there 
are actually few of these is- 
sued, since most fishermen 
using buondary waters tend to 
stay in their own state’s side of 
the fishing area. 

All licenses entitle the bearer 
to fish only under department 
regulations) and in approved 
waters in the state. A. number 
of water resources which are 
widely used for sport fishing 
are entirely off limits for any 
commercial fishing, Harth said. 

Money received from the li- 
cense sales go into the state’s 
fish and game fund, which in 
turn channels the money back 
into improving fish and game 
resources in the state.

“So, unwittingly, Schulér’s 
charges and the Trade Coun- 
cil’s charges are made disgust- 
ingly riduculous by their own 
admission that the mayor did 
work with them while on one 
hand they say the mayor held 
no meetings, and on the other 
hand they dare him to deny 
that he was with them.

As Vaughn completed his tes- 
timony, Scroggins moved again 
for admission of the Dun &

tion. The judge also rejected 
three of the ydefense exhibits 
as evidence on grounds that 
they involved pencilled notations 
and were not sufficiently dated.

Metric System Conversion Called Costly 
To Steel Industry and of Little Benefit 


Washington — John P. Roche, 
president of the American Iron 
and Steel Institute, last week 
told the House Subcommittee on 
Science, Research and Devel- 
opment that the domestic steel 
industry would derive little 
benefit from U. S. conversion 
to the metric system—and that 
the conversion would cost the 
industry more than $2.1 billion 
over a 10-year period. 

Roche said there are two as- 
pects to the conversion, 

The first is merely the 
use of metric measure in- 
stead of customary measure 
to express sizes, 

This so-called “soft con- 
version” would not present 
serious problems to the steel 
industries, although it 
would require considerable 
employe and customer edu- 
cation and new literature, 

The second level of con- 
version is the so-called 
“hard conversion.” 

“This is another story,” 
Roche said. “This would in- 
volve physically changing 
all of our products to round 
number metric dimensions. 

“This is more than just 
changing numbers. We 
would be faced with the 
massive task of retooling 
to produce these new prod- 
uets. 

“This would be extremely 
expensive.” 

Roche said the cost of con- 
version to the steel industry 
also could be broken into two 
parts. 

“First would be the costs of 
getting ready,” he said. “Our 
two-year study completed in 
1971 estimated these costs at 
$785 million. 

“This figure, large as it is, 
was based on the assumption 
that we would have ample time 
for prior planning, training of 
personnel and purchase of 
equipment. 

“Second would be costs _in- 
curred during the conversion 
period. Our study estimated 
these at $1,376,000,000 over a 
10-year period, 

“These costs would be largely 
for carrying inventories in both 
inch and metric measure during 
the changeover period. Again, 
we have assumed the most fa- 
vorable circumstances —that 
there would be optimum coordi- 
nation of the changeover for 
every product.” 

He said if Congress deemed 
conversion necessary, it should: 

—Make the metric system the 
predominant but not the only 
system of measurement. 

—Leave open the timetable 
for the start and completion of 
could be formulated by a spe- 


cial planning board represent- 
conversion until a national plan 
ing all concerned segments of 
society. Because of the magni- 
ture of the board’s task, Roche 
proposed that it be given at 
Jeast two years to formulate its 
plan 

—Limit government's metri- 
cation efforts to education and 
encouragement. Roche ex- 
pressed the view that the gov- 
ermment should not use its pur- 
chasing clout to force conver- 
sion at a particular pace. He 
specifically proposed that dur- 
ing the conversion period, gov- 
ernment procurement regula- 
tions permit alternative usage 
of metric and customary meas- 
ure. 


—Give due consideration to 
minimizing the cost impact on 
the economy of the United 
States, 


“Finally,’’ Roche said, “‘effi- 
cient transition to the metric 
system will require consider- 
able cooperation among the af- 
fected parties, including pro- 
ducers, suppliers and purchas- 
ers. Joint planning and coordi- 
nation is unlikely to occur in 
any effective manner unless 
the metric conversion legisla- 
tion contains provisions which 
recognize this problem and alle- 
viate the danger of inequitable 
antitrust prosecution or treble

Springfield—It looks as though 
the 78th General Assembly will 
wrestle with legislation which 
seeks to establish by law collec- 
tive bargaining by public em- 
ployes, which could include a 
right to strike. 

In the House, Rep. Thomas J. 
Hanahan, D-McHenry, is spon- 
soring his fifth such bill, He is 
an Official in the Chicago jani- 
tors* union. He has introduced 
the legislation since being elect- 
ed to the House. 


Hanahan’s legislation also 
calls for open-shop contracts. 
This area is certain to cause 
a great deal af concern not only 
among legislators but among 
local-level governmental units.

There have been predictions © 
that some type of public em- © 


ploye legislation will be passed 
in this session, and support for 
the legislation has been build- 
ing. 

For instance, two years ago, 
a bill to give public employes 
the right to bargain collective- 
ly passed the House, but was 
turned down in the Senate, 


Both Hanahan and Glass are = 


expected to push hard for pass- 
age of their respective bills, 
Unions are expected to try to 
build support for the Hanahan 
bill. 

From current indications in 
the General Assembly, some 
type of a compromise will 
have to be worked out if the 
legislation is to win approval.

Steel Imports Reach 


New Record 


Steel imports reached a new 
January record in the first 
month of 1973, according to the 
American «Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute. 

Government data show 
1,381,000 tons of foreign steel 
mill products arrived in th 
country during the month. Th 
was a jump of 288,000 tons—or 
26.3%—over the January 1972 
total of 1,093,000 tons. It also 
was 76,000 tons higher than the 
previous January record of 
1,305,000 tons set in 1971, when 
consumers were _ stockpiling 
against the possibility of a do- 
mestic steel strike. 

The value of ‘steel imports 
also continued to climb. The 
declared value of foreign steel 
landed in the U.S. in January 
averaged $167.52 per ton — or 
$9.52 per ton more than the 
$158 per ton average for all 
steel mill product imports dur- 
ing 1972, . 

As 1973 began, shipments 
from several important for- 
eign sources were up substan- 
tially over the comparable pe- 
riod of last year. 

Japan, for example, sent in 
549,000 tons of steel in January. 
This was 17.1% more than the 
469,000 tons of Japanese steel 
received in the same month of 
1972. Imports) from the Euro- 
pean Econqmic Community 
were $533,000, tons, up 25.9% 
from their 428,000 ton tota) in 
January of last year. 

Imports from ‘all other coun- 
tries increased at an even fast- 
er rate, however. They reached 
299,000 ‘tons in the first month 
of this year —an increase of 
48.5% from their 207,000 ton 
total in January 19 

The biggest single contributor 
to this growth is Korea, which 
shipped the United States 67,000 
tons of steel in January of this 
year. That more than sev- 
en times the 8,900 tons of steel 
received from that country in 
first month of 1972 

Steel imports from Canada, 
Sweden, Argentina and Poland 
also were up sharply from their 
anuary 1972 levels, while those 
from Mexico declined substan- 
tially.

The two Granite City mayor 
candidates were asked: 

What actions or policies do 
you propose to carry out as 
mayor during the next four 
years?

E. Agreement signed with 
highway department for drain- 
age along Highway 203 and 
parts of Old Nameoki at a cost 
of only $15,000 to taxpayers of 
Granite City. (Now under way) 

F, Construction under way for 
widening of Johnson Road from 
Franklin to Pontoon Road. This 
will be a new concrete road 
(Under way) 

G. “Topics’’ program engi- 
neering under way on five in 
tersections along Madison Ave- 
nue and Nameoki Road, includ- 
ing Nameoki and Johnson Road 
This will be for widening and 
synchronized lights, including 
left turn signals. (Under way) 

H. New secondary treatment 
plant for sewage drawn up by 
engineers and soon ready to go. 
Contract signed (with provi- 
sions) and awaiting federal 
funds. (Under way) 

I. A new industry (I am not 
at liberty to divulge name and 
type) has agreed to come to 
Granite City which should em- 
ploy about 40 pdople.

Propose to work for a re- 
duction in property taxes in 
Granite City next year. 

Propose to use revenue 
sharing funds for a new fire 
house in the eastern part of 
town and removal of the old 
fire house on Nameoki Road 

©. Purchase of additional 
firefighting equipment. 

P. Increase size of police de- 
partment. 

Q. Continue with and expand 
drainage program in city, 
which is and has been con- 
tinuing project. 

R. Continue, as in past, to 
work with Chamber and Labor 
to secure additional industry of 
a desirable nature for Granite 
City. 

S. Give support to continua- 
tion of the,Great River Road 
from West Granite to East St. 
Louis, 

T. Continue to press for Nied- 
ringhaus Avenue as a federal 
aid route from Great River 
Road to Route 3 and Route 162, 
and help provide an overpass 
or underpass at the railroad 
tracks with federal funds. 

ALDERMAN SCHULER— 

I, have formulated eleven 
goals that I propose to carry 
out in the next four years as 
mayor of Granite City, They 
are:

Economy Steps 
Are Presented 


The two Granite City candi- 
dates for mayor April 3 were 
asked, “What specific econo- 
mies do you propose?” 

Mayor Partney told the Press- 
Record: 

“To see that every tax dollar 
is utilized to the fullest effec- 
tiveness— 

“And that any project pro- 
moted or condoned must be a 
necessity to our future.” 

Alderman Schuler replied: 

“Specific economies that I 
will propose are that the city 
budget be extremely scrutin- 
ized in all respects in regard to 
each particular department to 
see if cuts were necessary, 
that would not reduce city 
services 

“With a constructive program 
to utilize the general revenue 
sharing money from the federal 
government, with possible tax 
reductions always a first con- 
sideration for ail the people of 
Granite City. 

“I also believe that by at- 
tracting industry and business, 
we can broaden our tax base, 
which will Jessen the tax bur- 
den.” = 


Tax Restraint 


What are your thoughts on 
procedures to achieve a good 
balance between the sometimes 
contrasting goals of providing 
needed municipal services and 
keeping the city tax level under 
reasonable control? 

Mayor Parney: 

“We have displayed this in 
our past economical operations 
and yet hope to reduce our 
taxes. 

Alderman Schuler: 

“Here, again, the key to 
maintaining the tax level under 
reasonable control, and provid- 
ing municipal services, is the 
need to grow. 

“The city receives most of 
its tax monies on a per capita 
basis, which makes annexation 
and growth highly desirable. 

“A city must provide services 
to its people for the least 
amount of ‘money. Waste in 
government must be eliminated 
and the city budget must be 
closely watched at all times. 

“This is another place that 
we must consider and plan the 
best uses for revenue sharing 
monies.

This question was submitted 
to both |Granite City mayor 
candidates. 

Mayor |Partney said, “I am 
for expansion of Granite City 
providing) that it is of a non- 
polluting nature and adequate 
drainage jis possible. 


Fringe Area 


What should be the policy’ on 
annexation? On fringe - area 
services? On drainage within 
the city and in the surrounding 
area? 

Mayor Partney said: 

“Expand wherever possible, 
and on fringe area services we 
have and shall continue to ex- 
ercise a “Good Neighbor Pol- 
icy” and cooperate in fire- 
fighting, |drainage problems, 
and any other factors of com- 
mon concern.” 


“Since my administration has 
been in office, we have. al- 
ready annexed several hundred 
acres, and look for any possi- 
bility to expand.” 

Alderman Schuler said, “As 
I have stated many times in 
‘the past few months, Granite 
City must grow. There are 
many thousands of acres of 
land to the north and east of 
us waiting to be developed. 

“We need to keep in mind, 
however, that our growth must 
be orderly so that another 
Dobrey Slough problem is 
avoided.” 


Policy 


Alderman Schuler said: 

“Annexation to the north and 
east should be our ultimate 
goal. We have many things in 
common with these areas, es- 
peciajly with the soon-to-be- 
started Sewage Treatment 
Plant. 

“Any plan for annexation and 
growth must include plans for 
storm-water and sanitary sew- 
ers, and should be a necessity 
on all annexation procedures 
for the good of the city and the 
people: desiring annexation.”

Even if admitted, they may 
not be permitted to enroll in the 
program or courses which they 
desire because the law provides 
that the college may grant pri- 
ority to in-district students. 

Such persons are subject to 
the expense of living away from 
home and/or excessive com- 
muting costs. In addition, some 
find it impossible to be em- 
ployed, either full or- part-time, 
while commuting to a distant 
college. 

Asa result, the non-district 
areas do not provide as full an 
opportunity for higher educa- 
tion (at least for the unique 
type of higher education offered 
in junior colleges) as do the 
more fortunate residents of 
junior college—@istricts. 

To achieve full equality of 
educational opportunity, it is 
deemed necessary for all the 
state to be included in a public 
junior college district 

Recognizing the existing in- 
equality, the General Assembly 
has provided that all territory 
in the state shall be in a public 
junior college district no later 
than Aug, I, 1974. Those areas 
not now included may either 
(a) establish a new district, or 
(b) annex to an existing dis- 
trict ~ 

It is the responsibility of the 


1JCB to guide the steps taken 
to bring al) territory of the 
state into a junior college dis- 
trict, 

Action taken by citizens of 
non-district areas of the state, 
in cooperation with the IJCB 
are to be based on the follow- 
ing principles: 

A. The paramount considera- 
tion is the educational welfare 
of the citizens of the area 
While tax costs are a proper 
concern, there is no justifica- 
tion for providing tax consider- 
ations to have precedence over 
valid educational needs, the 
IJCB asserts. 

B. Just as the wishes of local 
citizens have determined thus 
far the organizational pattern 
of districts and have yielded 
remarkable expansion of edu- 
cational opportunity, so too, the 
wishes of local citizens ought to 
be respected in the creation of 
new districts and/or annexa- 
tions. This principle, however, 
does not imply support for re- 
fusal of local citizens to provide 
proper educational opportuni- 
ties. 

C. As far as possible, a com- 
prehensive junior / community 
college should encompass a stu- 
dent body and faculty which 
represent the various social, 
economic and ethnic groups 
making up our society. There 
should be a conscious effort to 
avoid the creation of homo- 
geneous enclaves. 

D. Where clearly appropriate, 
existing districts in need of 
strengthening should ‘be aided 
by the annexation of additional 
population and territory. 

E. The IJCB is obligated to 
provide extensive communica- 
tion with interested citizens in 
non-district areas and to pro- 
vide direction and leadership in 
helping them reach desired 
goals, The cooperation of dis- 
tricts adjacent to non-district 
areas is expected and encour- 
aged. 

F. Careful attention should be 
given to thé possibilities of re- 
gional cooperation between ex- 
isting colleges and any newly 
established ones to minimize 
duplication of costly programs 
and to promote constructive 
sharing of resources.

(E) Long-time delivery on 
items of specialized equipment, 
and premium prices paid to re- 
duce delivery time. There 
should be no premium paid for 
fast delivery service. Today's 
industry is geared for fast de- 
livery and service. 

Specialized material and 
equipment should be ordered in 
advance with a firm commit- 
ment on deliveries. Again, this 
merely involves planning and 
coordinating, something this 
city sorely lacks. 

(F) Procedural steps required 
—such as concrete, piping, 
equipment setting, painting, 
electrical, and start up. This 
requires the coordination of 
contractors and the planning of 
jobs on a step-by-step basis; 
this is a normal procedure. 

Or, again as usual, does this 
not mean that the mayor is 
trying to blame labor or some- 
one else for the dragging of 
their feet?

Equal Rights Amendment 


The 3,000-member Independ- 
ent Voters of Illinois (IVI) last 
week reaffirmed its support of 
the Equal Rights Amendment, 
the proposed 27th Amendment 
to the U. S. Constitution now 
before the Illinois General As- 
sembly for ratification, and 
urges citizens to contact their 
legislators and voice their sup- 
port. 

“Our members at this time 
have placed passage of the ERA 
as the most pressing on our list 
of legislative priorities, and we 
are working hard for its pass- 
age,” according to Jewel Klein, 
a lawyer who, with State Rep. 
Susan Catania (R., Chicago), 
co-chairs IVI’s women’s rights 
commission. 

“Our registered lobbyist, IVI 
executive. director for political 
action, Sherwin Swartz, is con- 
tacting legislators in Spring- 
field and our members are con- 
tacting their members individ- 
ually,” Ms. Klein said. “We 
are calling on all supporters to 
contact their legislators. The 
IVI staff is ready to answer 
questions for those who need 
assistance. (P hone mimber: 
263-4274). 

“IVI is a member of ERA 
Central, the information clear- 
inghouse working for passage 
of the ERA in Illinois, and IVI 
participated in the ERA Cen- 
tral brunch for legislators held 
in Springfield on March 14,” 
she said. 

The ERA was passed over- 
whelmingly my the U. S. Con- 


gress and now has. been ratified 
by 29 of the 38 states needed 
for ratification. Illinois is one 
of the very few large industrial 
states that ‘thas not yet endorsed 
the ERA. Passage by Illinois 
is critical,” according. to Ms. 
Klein, 

“We can attack the problem 
of sex discrimination—and we 
have been on a piece-meal ba- 
sis—but to eliminate the prob- 
lem we need the moral and 
symbolic, as well as the legal 
significance of the constitution- 
al amendment,” she said. 

Ms. Klein, who is married 
and the mother of two small 
children said, “I am not con- 
cerned about, and this is not 
an issue of, women's liberation. 
I am concerned about equal 
rights for all persons. The oppo- 
sition argues by opposing wom- 
en’s liberation, but women’s 
lib is not the issue. Relations 
between husbands and wives, 
and the mothering and raising 
of children, are not what we’re 
talking about. We're talking 
about equal rights, civil rights.” 

In Illinois, “executive com- 
mittee hearings on the ERA 
were scheduled last week in the 
House of Representatives and 
for Wednesday in the Senate. 
The proposed amendment is ex- 
pected to pass the House exec- 
utive committee and come up 
for a vote on the House floor 
some time during the following 
two weeks. Passage by the 
Senate executive committee is 
uncertain.

Some Social Security 
Benefits to Increase 


A worker who doesn’t get 
any social security benefits be- 
fore he’s 65 and delays his re- 
tirement past that age will be 
eligible for higher payments 
when he retires, according to 
William H. Phalen, social se- 
curity district manager in East 
St. Louis. 

Benefits increase 1/12 of 1% 
for each month — or 1% for 
each year—after 1970 if the 
worker doesn’t get social secur- 
ity benefits between age 65 and 
72 because of bis earnings. 

“This higher benefit can be 
paid to retired workers under 
a new provision of the social 
security law,” Phalen said. “It 
doesn’t affect social i 
payments to their families.”” 

The new provision will mean 
additional benefits to some 
workers already getting social 
security payments, Phalen said. . 

“If a worker already on the 
rolls qualifies for a higher pay- 
ment because of the change, 
he will get an automatic in- 
crease in June, and it will be 
retroactive to January 1973,” 
he said. 

Over 5 million workers will 
get $198 million in social secur- 
ity incteases in 1974 under the 
new provision.
